•WASHINGTON, Oct. 23. — Although no 


ntiif.atlon has yet been given as to the 
course President Wilson will follow in 
regard to the new German note, there 
is a growing leellnK here that ho will 
be guided largely by the decision of 
the supremo war council at Versailles. 
This view has its basis on the fact that 
the paramount issue is a military one, 
involving withdrawal of the German 
armies from Prance and Belgium 
as 


the first requisite to consideration of 
the German plea for an armistice. 


In Washington there still is a differ- 


ence of opinion as to whether the. Ger- 
man note will draw an answer 
from 


the president. Those contending that it 
would not, pointed to the fact that Mr. 
Wilson had characterized his reply to 
the first note as B. "decision" meaning 
that there could be no further decision 
of the issues involved. The other view 
which found expression in official and 
diplomatic circles was 
that

reply 


would be made and thai it would deal 
chiefly with the military problem. 


Tn some quarters there is a belief 


that the German denials of cruelties 
and ruthless destruction were designed 
to prolong the discussions by drawing 
specific citations of instances of such 
Diplomatic 
observers,

lieved that these as well as Germany's 
claim to the establishment of a parlia- 
mentary government would be left to 
the future.

ments emanating from the members of

ter's department convince us that the 
government is In no immediate danger 
of being short of such goods as

made of worsted or woolen yarns: that 
tho government has been and Is actu- 
ally -accumulating a surplus of certain 
grades of wool: thnt the government 
owns wools In foreign

"Roportfl from all of tha 64 


facturing concerns in this 
association 


show that 72 per cent, of them will be 
shut down on or before the end of the 
coming December, unless the 
govern- 


ment places large orders at

furnishes wool immediately, either for 
these orders or lor civilian work. Four 
of the mills of the association will be 
shut down by i\Tov. 15, five more by 
Nov. 
30, five more by December 15, and 


25 more by Dec. 31. Two more mills 
will, shut down 
before January 
15, 


nine more before January 31. one more 
before Feb. 15, and two more before 
February 28—while only one mill sees 
its way clear to keep 
in operation 


until March 31, 1919. 


"This condition points inevitably to 


the general permanent shutting down 
of our industry for the period of tho 
war. It has only been by giving steady 
work at constantly Increasing wages 
thai we have, and -not one mill on our 
list has 100 per cent of the maximum 
number of employes at work, and the 
average is nearer 60 per cent. 


"England protects her textile indus- 


try by encouraging exports during the 
'war and allowing wool for these ex- 
ports—why should not America 
pro- 


tect her Industries? Open up this mar- 
ket to the free importation of wool, re- 
move the restrictions and 
see 
what 


American individual efforts 
will 
do 


without in any way 
interfering with 


the government- Vessels will be sent 
from this country to 
South 
America 


and loaded with wool, sailing vessels, 
now in South America, will he 
char- 


tered and sent to this country. 
They 


will he small, probably too small for 
the government to be 
interested 
in. 


but they will look large to the individ- 
ual and every bale that they bring will 
be just so much relief to the industry. 


"Possibly capacity allowances

three-year program was delayed by 
the war, but congress has requested 
that a start be made on all the vessels 
before next July 1.

cases where the mothers of small chil-

It is noticeable of late that many 


advertisements have appeared in cer- 
tain local newspapers, not in The Sun 
which has refused their publication, 
asking for homes for children rang- 
ing in age from three months to three 
years. The mothers of these children, 
are earning high wages in the..factor- 
ies and they prefer to sacrifice their 
children, rather than remain at home 
to take care of them. There is here 
one of Ihe prolific causes of infant 
mortality. 
The. mothers themselves 


are to blame for a very large num- 
ber of the deaths recorded as due to 
cholera infantum, 
malnutrition 
and 


other diseases resulting from the lack 
of proper care. 


There is here a igreat opportunity 


for Social Service work; but it can- 
not be properly done by any organ 
ization that it not backed by the board 
of health.

soapmaking in the sense in which it Is 
now understood hold that those old 
people used the ashes of plants and 
other such p'.irifying agents. 


Soapmuking was known to the an- 


cieat lio:na:is and there is a theory 
that they obtained their knowledge of 
the art from some of the Germanic 
tribes who had learned it from some 
of the tribes farther to the west and 
north. Pliny mentioned that the Ger- 
mans iu:ed both hard and soft soap, 
and he Indicates that It was a discov- 
ery which had been made by the Gaul?. 
A prominent soap-maker said not Ions 
ago that the essentials of the soap- 
making business have not made very 
remarkable advances in the centuries. 
I'liny. 
nearly 
2000 years ago. said 


that the best soap was made 
from 


goat's suet and wood ashes, and these 
are^the necessary elements—fat or oil 
and alkali—in the soapmaklng • trad<s 
today. 
In its earliest form the soap 


was produced by purifying the crude 
soda that was obtained from burnt sea- 
weed or kelp, and this process was im- 
proved upon toward the close of the 
13th 
century by the discovery made by 


a French doctor for getting alkali froin 
salt. 
Soapmaking materials are now 


brought from many parts of the world, 
and a great many improvements have 
been made over the old recipes. 


While there, are many kinds of so.lps 
is said that those commonly used 


may be divided into three classes. The 
first class comprises fine white soaps 
and scented soaps, thc second class the 
coarse household soaps, and the third 
class the soft soaps. 


White soaps are usually made of 


olive oil. cottonseed oil or other fine 
vegetable oils and carbonate of sodi. 
Common household soaps are usually 
made of soda and tallow, and yellow 
soap is generally composed of tallow, 
resin ami soda to which palm oil :s 
added in some cases. Marine soap, nr 
"sea soap," which wili lather and dis- 
solve in sea water as well as in fresh 
water. Is usually made of cocoanut oil, 
soda and water. 
Soft soaps are made 


with potash instead of soda and with 
whale oil. seal oil or the other oils of 
linseed, rape seed, hemp seed or cot- 
ton seed with the addition of a little 
tallow. . 


Soap has played a large part in med- 


icine.

Germans will be subjected

steady hammering along the greater 
part of the western front throughout 
the winter. Indications are that it is 
not intended to give them a breathing 
spell, notwithstanding weather condi- 
tions. 
It is pointed out that decreased ac- 


tivity would enable tho Germans to 
recuperate to such a degree as to make 
certain a prolongation of the struggle. 
During previous winters the enemy has 
been able to rest up his forces and 
replenish his supplies, especially am- 
munition, and there is no reason to 
believe he would not avail himself ol 
the same opportunity now, and to a 
much greater advantage. 
There are 


two places on the .front where it is 
conceded that military operations dur- 
ing the winter will be virtually im- 
possible but American officers insi> 
that 75 per cent of the front offers 
no real obstacle to a continuance ot 
the tight.

to a war basis.

Spinning Stops Jan. 1st 


Unless Relief Is Given 


NEW YORK, Oct. 23.—An appeal for 


a change In present methods" of the 
handling of wools by the government 
haa been sent to Herbert E. Peabody, 
chief of the woolens section of the war 
industries board, by the Worsted 
and 


Woolen Spinners' association, signed by 
Aniory T. Skerry, pregidenL 


Tho association contends that unless 


immediate action is taken by the gov- 
ernment to Increase the allotments of 
wools to the spinners. 72 per cent, 
of 


the 54 members of the association will 
be compelled to close down by the end 
of December. Only one member has 'a 
sufficient stock of raw wool on 
h--nd 


to keep his factory going' until March 
31, unless large government, orders .»re 
•shortly distributed and wools for 
the 


yarns allotted. 


"Our association 
stands ready 
to 


make any reasonable sacrifice 
neces- 


sary on account of the war, but state- 
ments emanating from the membera of 
various branches of the 
quartermas- 


ter's department convince us that the 
government is In no immediate danger 
of heing short of such goods as 
are 


made of worsted or woolon yarns; that 
tho government has been and Is actu- 
ally accumulating a surplus of certain 
grades of wool; that 
the government 


owns wools In foreign 
countries 
for 


which, If the govcrpment wanted 
to 


get them here as much aa the spinners 
need them. It would probably find some 
meanfl of shipment; that tho reclama- 
tion huronti 
Is 
now 
nnving 
largo 


amnuntB of clothing: fnr tho 
mon 
In 


American CHmpn, nn item not Included 
In tho original estimates of the amount 
of wool required. 


"Reports from all of tho 
64 manu- 


facturing- concerns in this 
association 


show that 72 per cent, of them will be 
shut down on or before the end of the 
coming December, unless the 
govern- 


ment places large orders at 
once and 


furnishes wool immediately, either fur 
these orders or for civilian work. Four 
of tile mills of the association will be 
shut down by Nov. 15, five more by 
.\ov. 30, five more by December 15, and 
25 more by Dec. 31. Two more mills 
will shut down 
before January 
15, 


nine more before January 31, one more 
before Feb.' 15, and two more before 
February 2S—while only one mill sees 
its way clear to 
keep in 
operation 


until March 31. 1919. 


"This condition points inevitably to 


the general permanent shutting down 
of our industry for the period of the 
war. It has only been by giving steady 
work at constantly increasing 
wages 


that wa have, and not one mill on our 
list has 100 per cent of the 
maximum 


number of employes at work, and the 
average is nearer 60 per cent. 


"England protects her textile indus- 


try by encouraging exports during-the 
war and allowing wool for these ex- 
ports—why should not America 
pro- 


tect hfer industries? Open up this mar- 
ket to the free importation of wool, re- 
move the restrictions and 
see 
what 


American individual efforts 
will do 


without in any way 
interfering with 


the government. Vessels will be sent 
from this country to 
South America 


and loaded with wool, sailing vessels, 
now in South America, will be char- 
tered and sent to this country. 
They 


will be small, probably too small for 
the government to be 
interested 
in, 


but they will look large to the individ- 
ual and every bale that they bring wilt 
be just so much relief to the industry. 


"Possibly capacity allowances can- 


not be expected, and a period of slack, 
work may have to be taken into con- 
sideration, or enough wool allotted for 
civilian work to enable the mills to 
keep the stamina of their organization 
intact, which would, of course, mean 
working without profit and possibly at 
a loss. This would be far better for 
us and the country than a total break- 
ing up of the organization. On account 
of the stoppage of the free 
importa- 


tion of wool we are now left power 
less to help ourselves, and we, there- 
fore urge upon the board 
Immediate 


action to prevent a condition that will 
soon become Intolerable In our 
Indus- 


try "

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MONEY MADNESS 


The revelations made by the cauvuss 


of the city resulting from the epidemic. 
prove that we are suffering from a 
species of money madness. 
Before 


tile war the people who worked in out 
factories were very particular as to 
the length oi the working day. There 
was an agitation lor first a nine-hour 
day and then an eight-hour day. In 
most cases, the unions that conducted 
these agitations carried their point 
and' got what they wanted. In many 
cases they secured the ei»ht-hour day 
with an agreement to pay time and a 
half for over time during the week 
and double lime on Sundays. Xow, 
however, it appears that in order to 
earn as much as possible, a great many 
due to the war are working from ten 
and a half to twelve hours per day in 
order to get as much as possible or the 
high wages to be earned in the muni- 
tion factories 
and 
the 
mills. 
The 


worst feature of this is, that many o£ 
the 'mothers of young children remain 
at work without any real necessity of 
doing so,, and to the total neglect of 
young children whose lives are jeop- 
ardized"-for want of a mother's care. 
The cases of this kind are becoming 
so numerous that it appears necessary 
for- the health authorities to step in 
and 'insist that children shall be prop- 
erly, cared for, that the 
houses in 


which they live shall be kept clean, 
and that the mothers themselves shall 
not become voluntary wage skives. 


It is doubtless true that in some 


cases-where the mothers of small chil- 
dren remain at work, the 
husband 


spends the greater part of his earn- 
ings and throws the responsibility for 
maintaining the household largely up- 
on'his wife- This is another evil1 that 
should be stopped. . 


It is noticeable of late .that many 


advertisements have appeared in cer- 
tain local newspapers, not in The Sun 
which has refused their publication, 
asking for homes for children rang- 
ing in age from three months to three 
years. The mothers of these children, 
are earning high wages in the factor- 
ies and they prefer to sacriiice their 
children, rather than remain at home 
to take , care of. them. There * is' here 
one of the prolific causes -of infant 
mortality. 
The 
mothers 
themselves 


are to blame for a. very large nunir 
her of the deaths recorded as due to 
cholera infantum, 
malnutrition 
and 


other diseases resulting 'from the lack 
of proper care. 


There is here a great opportunity 


lor Social. Service work; but it can- 
not be properly - done -by -any • organ- 
ization that it not backed by tho board 
of health! " 


FamiHes offondiug-in the-way point- 


ed out are chiefly foreigners, few of 
•whom can speak" English' arid" who" are 
not In touch .with ,the lite.of the com- 
munity around them nor cognizant of 
the requirements 'of the " law or' the 
city ordinances in regard to pyblic 
health. In fine, the proposition before 
the health department-is, to find whfire 
such families are violating the law and 
to find where any additional ordinance 
may be necessary, to- cover particular 
cases of abuse, resulting from crowd- 
ing in tenements," 'from filthy horn.es 
and neglect of children.

shall take them up seriatim and vote 
upon them according to the merit that 
each one may contain. 
That Is the 


only .way to dispose ,of the measures 
although- it is-.true .that most people 
would, rather this, whole ..matter, .of 
changing tho constitution were put off 
until a later date when each question 
could be fully discussed in public with 
the people who do the voting.

one iota of his power if he were not 
'oreed to do it. 


By throwing a sop of suffrage to the 


Jeoplc these rulers hope to override 
the discontent which is sweeping Ger- 
many- from the Baltic to the Austrian 
Border. 


They hope to gain the confidence of 


tho people to counterbalance, the in- 
.ernal revulsion caused by the dcfcc- 
.iori of Bulgaria, the defeats on the 
west front and the apparent, failure 
of the peace offensive. 


They hope to' save their totterins 


thrones from the wave of democracy 
which will be born of military ^defeat. 


It is the' beginning of the end, the 


downfall of militaristic 'autocracy in 
Germany and the German 
federated 


states. 


FOREST FIRES 


Destructive forest lires have visited 


Minnesota where large forests of val- 
uable trees abound. The alien enemies 
and the German spies can easily spread 
destruction of this kind without de- 
tection. Lumber at the present time 
is very scarce and it is in great demand 
for shipbuilding and construction of 
various other kinds necessary in prose- 
cujjon .of the war. It is important, 
therefore, to guard against these forest 
tires 
everywhere, 
not 
only for the 


value of the timber that may be de- 
stroyed but because the fires very often 
surround whole 
villages and 
cause 


great loss of life and property. 
It is 


estimated that already the forest Jlres 
in Minnesota have resulted in the loss 
of one thousand lives.

the United States and other allied pow- 
ers will proceed with their war pro- 
gram just as if Germany and her allies 
were determined to fight to - the last 
ditch. 
.Xobody is positive that they 


will follow any other policy. The al- 
lies are pursuing the right course in 
laying their plans for pursuing the war 
to a final triumph over the enemy, 
which will mean the invasion of Ger- 
many and an advance towards Ber- 
lin. That may hasten the enemy's sur- 
render.

cessful along the battlefront in France.

haptcr of Jeremiah It Is written: "For 


though thou wash theo With nitre an' 
like thou much soap, yet thine in 
Iqulty is marked .before me, sayeth the 
Lord Uod." in Malachi. the. last book 
of the Old Testament, is the follow- 
ing: 
"But who may abide the day o: 


His comins? »»<! "'ho shall stand when 
He appeareth? for lie is like a refiner's 
lire and like fuller's soap." 


Authorities who maintain that th« 


older Israelites were riot familiar v.-'.-.'i 
soapmakins In the sense in which it Is 
now understood hold that those ol 
people used the ashes of plants an 
other such purifying agents. 


ijoapmaking was known to the an- 


cient Kornans and there is a theory 
that they obtained their knowledge o:

north.

The 
first class comprises line white soaps 
and scented .soaps; the second class the 
oarse household soaps, and* the third

olive oil. cottonseed oil or other fine 
vegetable oils arid carbonate of soda. 
Common household soaps 'are usually 
made of soda ;and .tallow.. and yellow 
soap is ge'nerallv: composed of tallow, 
resin ' and soda ,to which palm oil . :s 
added in some, cases. Marine soap, or 
'sea soap." which will lather and dis- 
solve. In sea. water-as-well as In frejh 
water, is usually made, of cocoanut'oil, 
soda and water.-' Spit'soaps are made 
with potash -Instead1 of soda .and- with 
ivhale oil, seal oil or tlie other-oils of 
linseed, rape seed, hemp 'seed, or .cot- 
ion seed with the addition-of a little

• Yesterday Afternoon 


As a result of what Is claimed to be 


an accidental shooting at a camp in 
Billerica' yesterday afternoon, George 
E. Wentworth, aged 33 years and em- 
ployed as a night clerk at the Belvl- 
dero hotel, is in a. dying' condition 
at St. John's hospital, while Auroe For-
